of Public Works, Bureau of Sanitation (Bureau) and the Los Angeles Department of 
Water and Power (LADWP) for Solid Resources Material collection, transfer and 
disposal services from various LADWP sites.

DISCUSSION 


Background 

The Bureau currently provides Solid resources material collection and recycling services to over 
ninety five percent (95%) of City Departments including the Convention Center, El Pueblo, the 
Harbor Department and Los Angeles World Airport. 


LADWP has historically contracted regular refuse hauling and disposal services. The City and 
LADWP management have encouraged the use of City services and employees to meet the 
needs of LADWP operations. LADWP and the Bureau have negotiated an MOU where the 
Bureau will provide Solid Resources Material collection, transfer and disposal services to 
various LADWP sites. The MOU (attached) will be for a term of five years. 


The City of Los Angeles has exceeded the 50% diversion goal set by the State under AB939 
and is in the process of achieving Mayor Antonio Villaraigosa’s goal of 70% diversion by 2013. 
By utilizing the Bureau’s services, LADWP will tap into the Bureau’s experience in Solid 
Resources Material collection and recycling and will help the city achieve the Mayor’s goal of 
70% diversion. 
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The Bureau is in compliance and up to date with all new State and federal laws as pertain to 
proper collection and disposal of material. In addition, the Bureau has the largest municipal 
clean solid resources collection vehicles in the Country and operates the largest clean fuel 
infrastructure. 


The Bureau will provide LADWP with weekly collection of refuse as well as recycling services at 
sixteen LADWP locations throughout the City. The Bureau will provide educational material 
and recycling information at LADWP sites in order to maximize recycling. The utilization of 
clean fuel vehicles and the increase in recycling will reduce Green House Gasses (GHG) and 
particulate matter and is in line with the Mayor’s Green LA plan. 


Solid Resources material collected from LADWP sites will be recycled, transferred or disposed 
at the most convenient facility to maximize the collection efficiency. 


Proposed Term of MOU 
The Bureau is seeking approval of a five (5) year MOU with LADWP for refuse collection, 
transfer and disposal services at various LADWP facilities. 


Environmental Impact | 
The proposed MOU would not change the nature of existing refuse disposal practices. As such, 
the Director of the Environmental Management Division has determined that the proposed 
activity is exempt from the requirements of the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) In 
accordance with Article Il, Section 2(f) of the Los Angeles City CEQA Guidelines. 


Care and Custody 

The Bureau will be responsible for maintaining in good working order the equipment the Bureau 
provides for waste hauling and disposal services. LADWP is solely responsible for maintaining 
the refuse compactors used under this MOU.

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Status of Financing 

Approval of the proposed five-year memorandum of Understanding will authorize LADWP to 
expend the amount of $1,500,000 per year plus applicable tip fees for refuse hauling and 
disposal services. 


There are over 20 user divisions in LADWP that are budgeted for refuse and recycling services. 
A list of budgeted Functional Items (budget items) is provided in Attachment D of the MOU. 
There is sufficient funding in the LADWP budget to pay for the refuse hauling and disposal 
services. Funds will subsequently be requested as part of the LADWP’s annual budget. 


Funds received by the Bureau for this service will be deposited in Dept. 50, Fund 508, Revenue 
Source C 4195 (Service to Department of Water and Power). The Bureau will utilize the funds 
to hire new drivers, and purchase vehicles to support this operation. There is no impact to 


General Fund.
